Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—Freesing weather 
reaching down to southern Florida was predicted 
today by the weather bureau experte for the first 
few days of the coming week. 

The week will open, the bulletin said, *' with 
cold weather in the northwest that will extend 
through the upper lake region during Monday, and 
by Tuesday night or Wednesday morning will reach 
the north Atlantic States, but will probably not 
extend very far south of the lake region, owing to 
the prevailing high pressure over the Ohio valley 
and the gulf states. 

There will also be heavy frosts and freezing tem- 
peratures Monday and Tuesday over the south At- 
lantic and gulf states, and by Tuesday morning 
the frosts will probably extend over the interior 
of southern Florida. 

It ig not probable that high temperatures wil] 
be experienced during the week over the south, 
but over the north, after the passing of the cold 
wave now over the Canadian northwest, there will 
be a récovery to more moderate temperatures that 
will reach the north Atlantie states about Thurs- 
day. 

4 disturbance now near southern Alaska is 
already causing rains on the Washington coast. 
and this disturbance will probably move eastward 
and southeastward over the plateau and Rocky 
mountain region. This will cause rains and snows 
west of the mountains and over the extreme north- 
west. but not much to the eastward until about the 
middie of the week, when snows and rains may 
be expected from the Missouri and upper Missis- 
sippi valleya eastward, reaching the Atlantic 
states Thursday or Friday. 

It ig not now probable that any severely cold 
weather will follow the present Alaska disturb- 
ance, and another one will follow toward the end 
of the week. 

Over the south and southwest the weather win 
be generally fair during the week, and in the north- 
east there will be no precipitation of consequence 
until after the middle of the week.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—{Special.)— 
Sensational features of the report of Depart- 
ment of Labor Investigator Walter B. Palm- 
er on the Michigan copper mine war which 
were not mentioned in the statement issued 


. yesterday by Secretary Wilson will form the 


basis for a renewed appeal for a congres- 
sional inquiry. 

Among the findings made by Mr. Palmer 
and suppressed were the following: 

Many Michigan militiamen became in- 
toxicated and were allowed to wander 
about the streets armed. 

Much violence, some of which resulted 
in fatalities, was provoked by the armed 
deputies imported by the mining compa- 
nies. 

Many of the mines are entirely lacking 
in proper provisions for safety, sanita- 
tion, and supply of drinking water for the 
employés. 

Employés who have built houses on land 
rented from tite Calumet and Hecla com- 
pany may be dispossessed of their prop- 
erty when they are discharged or other- 
wise leave the employment of the con- 
cern. 

Men employed in the mines as trammers 
perform the labor of beasts of burden and 
soon wear out. : 

Will Put Inquiry Up to Congress. 
bor are preparing to bring the statements by 
Investigator Palmer to the attention of the 
and senate this week: They also will 
lay stress on the declaration of the cormpa- 
nies that they will not tolerate the pres- 
ence of a single union man on their pay rofis. 

This attitude in itself, say the leaders of 
labor, would warrant a congressional investi- 
gation in an age when workingmen are rcc- 
ognized to have as much right to organize as 
have their employers. 

Chairman Henry of the house rules com- 
mittee, before which Representative Mac- 
Donald's resolution for an investigation is 
pending, returned to the capital today. He 
said his committee would meet this week and 
probably would consider the Michigan copper 
mine strike. Several resolutions for au in- 
vestigation also will be offered in the senate 
tomorrow. 


Describes Situation in Detail. 

The report of Investigator Palmer con- 
sists,of more than 300 typewritten pages. 
It describes in detail the organization financ- 
ing and operations of the companies, the 
wages of the miners, and conditions of em- 
ployment and living, mine accidents, the 
organization of the employés, the inception 
and progress of the strike, and the out- 
breaks of violence by which it has been 
attended. 

One incident he describes in a letter to 
the commissioner of labor statistics dated 
Sept. 13: 

“Ag I have written to you before, the 
soldiers and deputy sheriffs here ave within 
the last few days. stopped even peaceful 
picketing. There was an early morning pa- 
rade of about 1,000 strikers and some women 
in Calumet today. In the heart of Red 
Jacket village, the business part of Calu- 
met, the strikers were stopped by about 
sixty mounted soldiers. This was not any- 
where near any mine. 

“The strikers were on their way to Ital- 
lan hall. They pressed against the sol- 
diers as if to pass them and the troopers 
prodded them with bayonets and the points 
of revolvers. Bayonets were pressed even 
against women. 

“One soldier demanded a United States 
flag carried by one of the etrikers. The 
color bearer refused to surrender it. The 
soldier cut off the eagle on top of the flag 
pole, cut a hole in the flag, gashed the pole, 
and made a flesh wound on the bearer’s 
hand. 

“This produced much excitement, and the 
soldiers then rode through the crowd, strik- 
ing men and even women with the flat side 
of their sabers. This aseault on the strik- 
ers appears to be entirely unjustified.” 


Says Militiamen Were Drunk. 

Mr. Palmer says the militia were not kept 
under proper discipline, crowds of privates 
carrying revolvers being “ daily seen in the 
streets; they visited saloons, and many of 
them became intoxicated.” 

John Kollan, a striker, attempted to go 
to his boarding house by a short cut path, 
which had been used before the strike. A 
deputy sberiff, an employé of the Copper 
Range Consolidated company, warned him 
not to go that way, and after a parley he 
went on. The deputy reported the matter 
to the man in charge of the Waddell men, 
and they decided to arrest Kollan on a 
charge of intimidation. 

„Two deputies and four Waddell men then 
went to the boarding house. One of them 
laid his hand on Kollan’s shoulder and told 
him he wes arrested, but he broke away 
and ran into the house. Several other men 
who were playing ten pins in the yard also 
ran in the house, and it is claimed that one 
of the deputies was hit on the head by a 
ten pin. 

* Thereupon the Waddell men and the dep- 
uties surrounded the house on two sides and 
began firing at the inmates through three

Experts Declare He Is Not

WILL REPORT TO JUDGE. 


Concord, N. H., Jan. 11.—Harry Kendall 
Thaw would not be a public menace if he 
were released on bail, according to the re- 
port of the commission appointed by Federal 
Judge Aldrich to inquire into the state of 
Thaw’'s mentality. 

The report says the commission finds Thaw 
is not now afflicted with any of the mental 
diseases from which hé was suffering when 
he killed Stanford White. 

The finding was announced today. While 
the commissioners say they have reach*d 
“a definite and positive opinion as to the 
present mental condition of Thaw and his 
probable state of mind at the tiie of the 
homicide,” they refrain from expressing this 
opinion in view of their instructions from 
the court not to “embarrass any subsc- 
quent litigation where the broad question uf 
insanity might be involved.” 


Has No Mental Disorder. 

“Upon the question of menace or danger 
through the granting of bail, we may, how- 
ever, be permitted and probably are com- 
pelled,“ the report concludes, to record 
our finding that whatever may have been 
the mental condition of Harry Kenda 
Thaw at the time of the homicide, upon 
which question we express no opinion, he is 
not now suffering from any of the forms of 
mental disease alleged by the prosecution 
at the time of the trials or subsequently 
thereto, namely—manio-depressive insanity, 
paranoia, dementia, praecox, or delusional 
insanity. 

In our opinion, it is reasonably probable 
that Harry Kendall Thaw’s liberty under 
ball would not be dangerous or a menace to 
the public peace and safety.” 

The report is in the hands of the clerk of 
the court and will be considered by Judge 
Aldrich early in the present week in connec- 
tion with the petition of Thaw for admission 
to bail under habeas corpus proceedings. 


Reviewed Records in Hospital.

letters, and other documents used upon the 
two trials for homicide and in other proceed- 
ings, some of which were furnished by coun- 
sel for the state of New York and some by 
Thaw’'s counsel.” 


Refers to Public 

The report then tells of the public hearing 
held on Jan. 7, at which interested parties 
wete asked to offer evidence of acts com- 
mitted by Thaw since his committal to Mat- 
teawan, tending to show personal violence 
and evidence to the contrary.

QUOTES LABOR LEADERS. 


New York, Jan. 11.—[Special.]—Vincent 
Astor has no present determination of be- 
coming a Socialist, as Upton Sinclair urged 
him to do recently in an open letter. Mr. 
Astor has written a long letter In reply to 
Mr. Sinclair, in which he not only expresses 
this determination, but goes into some of 
his reasons for believing that the Socialist 
solution of present day evile is fallacious 
and impracticable. 

Mr. Sinclair's argument was that there are 
10,000,000 destitute people in the country to- 
day, and that Mr. Astor’s best chance to re- 
lieve the suffering of humanity was by be- 
coming a Socialist. 


Reply Made by Astor. 

“ You call my attention to a compilation of 
social and industrial evils,“ Mr. Astor’s reply 
says, and invite me to make a study of so- 
cialism, with a view to my lending aid to the 
Socialist party, through which you hope 
these evil conditions may be remedied. 

“ Replying, I write to say that 1am, fortu- 
nately, associated with various organizations 
which are interested in the study of sociolog- 
ical questions. In one of these there are 
many of the leading officers of the American 
Federation of Labor and the chiefs of the 
railway brotherhoods, whose lives and ener- 
gies are devoted to the study and to the solu- 
tion of the social and industrial problems to 
which your letter refers. I have had the 
benefit of their experience and I believe imy- 
self somewhat familiar with their views and 
their general policies. It is not overstating 
the matter to say that not one of [hese mem- 
bers of the labor organizations whom I have 
met accepts your philosophy as à cure for the 
evils which we all recognize and deplore. 


Quotes Views of Hillquit. 

On the contrary, they reject as fallacious 
and impracticable the program of the So- 
clallst party, in whose interest you speak. 
This program, boil down, as I gather it from 
the socialist papers, magazines, and books 
that I have had opportunity to read, is con- 
tained in a statement of a recognized leader 
of the Socialist party, Mr. Morris Hillquit, 
to wit: 

“Stated in more concrete terme, the so- 
cilalist program requires the public or col- 
lective ownership and operation of the prin- 
cipal instruments and agencies for the pro- 
duction and distribution of wealth—the land, 
mines, railroads, steamboats, telegraph 
and telephone lines, milis, factories, and 
modern machinery. 

This ig the main program and ultimate 
alm of the whole socialist movement and the 
political creed of all socialists.

In the meantime he had concluded the board 
of education might desire the property at a 
bargain, because of its proximity to the 
Goethe school. 

A broker who was sent to the board of 
education is said to have offered to sell fora 
maximum price of $7,500. He was informed 
that the board had no money to buy land 
with. Shortly afterwara, through an ac- 
quaintance, Mr. Broadwell met Benjamin 
Cohen, a lawyer in the Ashland block. Cohen 
bought the sixteen lots on May 29, two days 
after Broadwell received the deed from Eng- 
land. 


Mrs. Feldstein’s Name Used. 

The price paid Broadwell by Cohen was 
$5,500. The deed as recorded. however, 
shows the consideration to have been $7,500. 
Cohen immediately mortgaged the property 
to the Foreman Bros. Banking company for 
$3,500, indicating that only $2,000 of his cash 
was used to swing the deal with Broadwell. 
This trust deed was released July 2, 1918. 

It was on that day, less than two months 
after Cohen bought from Broadwell, that the 
property passed from Cohen to Dora Feld- 
stein, wife of Julius Feldstein, reported to be 
the Ghetto gambling king.” According to 
the books in the recorder's office, Mrs. Feld- 
stein paid Cohen $15,000. Cohen, however, is 
said to have boasted that his profit was $2,000, 
which would make the actual price paid by 
the Feldsteins $8,000.

EXPECTED TO ACT 


Aids of Wilson Think That 
Many Lines Will Follow 
New Haven’s Action. 


HOPE FOR BIG BENEFITS. 


Hinebaugh to Ask Congress to 
Inquire Into Interlock- 
ing Control. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—[Special.]— 
The precedent established by the dissolution 
of the New Haven railroad system is ex- 
pected to produce a revolution in future rail- 
road control. 

The following lines among others will be 
attacked and will be expected to take prompt 
action to conform to the provisions of the 
Sherman anti-trust law: 

The Pennsylvania system. 
The New York Central system. 
The Southern Rallroad company. 

The Pennsylvania partly conformed to the 
law when it transferred the Baltimore and 
Ohio to the Union Pacific in exchange for 
the Southern Pacific. But it is declared to 
own other parallel lines which justify the 
charge of suppression of competition. 


New York Central Control. 

This likewise is the case with the New 
York Central, which owns and controls 90 
per cent of the stock of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern and W per cent of the 
stock of the Michigan Central Railroad 
company. 

The acquisition of the Mobile and Ohio by 
the Southern Railroad company is pointed to 
as evidence of its violation of the Shermau 
law. 

Further to clarify the situation for big 
business and at the same time to free it 
from alarm, it developed today that in his 
forthcoming message President WIlson will 
not recommend that congress do anything 
drastic. He will refer with gratification to 
the way in which trusts are dissolving and 
to the voluntary abandonment of the per- 
niclous system of interlocking directorates. 

He will favor making such directorates 
unlawful, which will not disturb business in 
view of the voluntary termination of the 
policy by the house of Morgan and others. 
He will say further that the law should not 
be merely punitive, but should define with 
clearness what business can do. In other 
words, he will seek to have legislation which 
will wipe out the present “ debatable 
ground.” 


Urges More Drastic Action. 

Congressman Hinebaugh of Illinois be- 
lieves the mere abolition of interlocking di- 
rectorates is insufficient to root out the evil 
which lies in the community of interests,“ 
and in this he agrees with President Wilson. 
The latter, according to what is said here, 
wants to abolish these directorates and at 
the same time to end the conditions which 
they represent. 

Mr. Hinebaugh has prepared a resolution, 
which he will introduce tomorrow in the 
house, pointing out that the board of direc- 
tors of the New York Central comprises 
twelve men—Wlilliam K. Vanderbilt, W. K. 
Vanderbilt Jr., George S. Bowdin, William H. 
Newman, Chauncey M. Depew, Frederick W. 
Vanderbilt, William C. Brown, Lewis Cass 
Ledyard, James Stillman, William Rocke- 
feller, J. P. Morgan, and George F. Baker. 

These twelve men, according to Mr. Hine- 
baugh, hold 112 separate and distinct posi- 
tions as directors in the New York Central 
and subsidiary lines. The resolution says 
the only purpose of legislation prohibiting 
interlocking directorates is to bring abouta 
healthy and honest competition, in the in- 
terest of the public, between the great trans- 
portation companies.

NETS POOR $10,000 


Three Thousand Jews from 
All Classes of Society 
at Coliseum. * 


NO PEDDLING OF TICKETS. 


Twelve Charitable Institutions 
to Benefit from Large 
Affair. 


Three thousand Chicago Jews attended the 
charity ball given at the Coliseum last night 


under the auspices of the Federated Ortho- 


dox Jewish Charities. It was estimated that 
approximately $10,000 was gained for the 
‘twelve charitable institutions supported by 
the federation. 

The affair celebrated the success which has 
attended the efforts of the organization dur- 
ing the first year of its operation. At the 
close of 1913 there were 6,500 annual sub- 
ecribers to the federation with a subecrip- 
tion fund of $106,000. It is the aim of the 
organization during 1914 to increase the 
number of supporters to 10,000 and the an- 
mual subscription fund to $200,000. 

Although not to be overlooked from a 
profitable charitable standpoint, the charity 
ball was arranged as a socialfunction among 
the subscribers, who represent all classes 
of Jewish society in the city. Invitations 
were sent out to 7,000 Jewish families. From 
the sale of boxes $3,000 was realised. 


No Peddling of Tickets. 

The peddling of tickets and the solicita- 
tion of funds have been eliminated by the 
federation, which receives its financial back- 
ing in the form of annual subscriptions only. 
Judge Henry M. Fisher, chairman of the 
executive committee, said that this method 
reduced the annual cost of operation of the 
federation to 6 per cent of the subscriptions, 
as against 45 to 50 per cent of the funds 
where there is solicitation and the peddling 
of tickets.

“The credit for this victory is due to Gen. 
Toribio Ortega,“ Gen. Villa said. He led 
the original attack a week ago. We knew 
the federals had only a limited supply of 
ammunition. Our tactics were to exhaust 
that supply. Gen. Ortega started an attack 
to draw the federal fire. He succeeded well. 

„For a whole week the federal garrison 
kept firing back at us with little effect. We 
did not go near enough to endanger our men. 
Then we withdrew for six days to obtain 
more ammunition. Our renewed attack set- 
tled the conflict. The federals were exhaust- 
ed and the flight to the United States began 
just as we planned it would. 

“Our future plans are new well defined. 
As soon as the situation here is clear I, with 
some of my troops, will return to Chihuahua, 
whence we will conduct our campaign south- 
ward.” 


CARDEN MAKES PROTEST. 

Mexico City, Jan. 11.—The interruption 
of traffic between the Mexican capital and 
Vera Cruz by the cutting of the Mexican rail- 
way last night by the rebels and the attack on 
a freight train, with the consequent isolation 
of the American charge d’affaires, Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy, at a wayside station, caused 
the British minist Sir Lionel Carden, to 
make personal repregentations to President 
Huerta today re ng the better policing 
of that line. This is British property, and 
Carden’s action revived speculation in the 
capital as to how far the British government 
would go in protecting the property of its 
nationals. 


American Soldier Shot. 

El Paso, Tex., Jan. 11—Rebel soldiers at 
Naco, Sonora, today shot and seriously 
wounded Private John Bryce of the Tenth 
(negro) cavalry while he was in Naco, 
Sonora, and later shot across the interna- 
tional boundary line, wounding Trumpeter 
Warren, Tenth cavalry. After shooting 
Warren the Mexicans dragged him across 
the line, arresting him. 

Three other American negro soldiers who 
were in the Mexican town came to Bryce’s 
assistance when he was shot, but were 
placed under arrest and threatened with 
death if they resisted. The Americans were 
unarmed. 

Late this afternoon Capt. Tompkins, Tenth 
cavalry, demanded the releage of the Ameri- 
can soldiers, and the Mexicans immediate- 
ly complied.

MISSION IN THE FAR EAST. 


The Rev. &. M. Zwemer of Cairo, 
Egypt, Says Education Is Needed 
in Mohammedan Countries. 


“Every door for free speech and a free 
press is nailed open in northern Africa,” 

This was the statement of the Rev. S. M. 
Zwemer of Cairo, Egypt, fellow of the Royal 
Geographical society and missionary to the 
Moslem world, who spoke yesterday after- 
noon to 800 persons in the auditorium of the 
Central T. M. C. A. 

Dr. Zwemer made an appeal to the young 
men to become missionaries to the Moham- 
medans, who are found, he said, in nearly 
every country and constitute the most seri- 
dus obstacle to the progress of Christianity 
of any of the non-Christian religions of the 
world. 

There is a call in Mohammedan countries 
generally for young men with literary and 
journalistic abilities. I found in Cairo street 
car conductors who would give out Christian 
tracts to every Mohammedan passenger. 

There is no hope for the women of Mo- 
hammedan countries until polygamy and the 
veil are plucked away. Education is needed. 

There are no children in Mohammedan 
countries—only infants. The girls marry at 
8 or 9 years of age and the boys come to 
manhood almost at a bound. Eighty-five per 
cent die in infancy in Persia and 65 to 70 per 
cent in Mohammedan countries everywhere. 

„There is no literature for children. After 
having read Arabic books for twenty years 1 


can say that I have never found a single 


book fit for children to read. Even the prim- 
ers put out by the government contain every- 
thing that a boy ought not to know.”

We all are gutter taught in the subject of 
sex,“ declared the Rev. M. J. Magor, pastor 
of the McCabe Memorial Methodist Episcopal 
church, Fifty-fourth street and Blackstone 
avenue last night. 

“We learned what we know from bad 
companions, we stumbled on it—but it never 
was told us by our parents. It was a thing

“One of the Christian converts is vice 
president of the republic, and there are 
sixty Christians among the senatore and rep- 
resentatives. Under the tree where forty- 
six missionaries were beheaded in the Boxer 
rebellion I addressed a body of students and 
159 rose for prayers, some of the number hav- 
ing been among those who had watched the 
missionaries die.

MANY SECRETS BARED? 


Moyer Off for Denver and Will 
Reach Washington in Time for 
A. F. of L. Conference. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 


Houghton, Mich., Jan. 11.—| Special.]—Evi- | 


dence obtained by the use of a mechanical 
device is said to have played a large part 
fn the presentations made to the grand jury 
of Houghton county by Special Prosecutor 
. George Nichols. 

It is reported from several sources that 
the plans of the Western Federation officials 
and the attorneys for that organization were 
diligently recorded by a stenographer listen- 
ing on the end of a wire which led from a 
concealed transmitter in the offices of Angus 
Kerr and Edward F. Le Gendre, attorneys 
for the strikers, in Calumet. 

What the reports that are said to have 
been obtained from the use of the newest 
aid in collecting evidence contain is known 
only to the grand jury, but it was said here 
today that the arrests of the men in New 
Tork yesterday on the charge of obtaining 
false affidavits for use in the strike situation 
here were caused directly on information 
which was gleaned from the hidden “ stool 
pigeon.” 5 

Heard Plans of Leaders. 

Numerous conferences between Charles H. 
Moyer, president of the Western Federation 
of Miners, C. E. Mahoney, vice president of 
the same organization and leader of the 
strike here for several months, Yanco Ter- 
zech and Guy Miller, other workers for the 
federation in the strike, were held in the at- 
torney’s offices, it is said, and their conver- 
sations are reported to be a part of the evi- 
dence that the grand jurors will consider in 
the signing of the indictments. 


Grand Jury Action i:xpected. 

The federation officials have “known for 
some months that detectives have been trail- 
ing them. 

The reported use of the device has caused 
reports of expected sensational findings by 
the grand jury to gain circulation. 

A meeting of Italian nonunion strikers in 
Calumet today ended in a riot. The meet- 
ing was called to urge the return to work 
of the strikers. A striker, a member of the 
Western Federation from South Range, at- 
tacked the mining companies and a hundred- 
odd persons mounted the platform and lost 
little time in getting the union disturber from 
the meeting.

Charles H. Moyer, president of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners, stopped in Chicago 
pesterday just long enough to consult with 
Yanco Terzech, a member of the executive 
board. He arrived at 1 o’clock from Hough- 
ton, Mich., where he went to appear before 
the grand jury investigating the copper 
strike. He left at 5 o’clock for Denver, the 
headquarters of the federation. 

President Moyer expects to return to Chi- 
cago for a few hours the last of this week. 
He will leave in time topattend a meeting of 
the executive board of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor at Washington on Jan. 19.

Neighbors later testified that the Waddell

against them. The men then made a com- 
plete search of the house to find weapons, 
but they did not find any. 


Says Strikers Were Peaceful. 

Considering the number of men involved 
in the strike, the length of time the struggle 
was continued, and the bitterness caused by 
bringing soldiers and Waddell men to the dis- 
trict, the strike was remarkably peaceful. 

The only persons killed were two of the 
strikers, who were wantonly shot down by 
Waddell men and deputies at Painesdale, and 
a deputy and striker who killed each other 
near Hurontown. . . . Undoubtedly many 


men that started to go back to work were 


intimidated and some abused and beaten. 
On the other hand, the deputy sheriffs and 
Waddell men acted with great brutality to- 
ward the strikers, and in many cases beat 
even women with clubs or night sticks. 
One of the most remarkable features of 
the strike was that in spite of the excite- 


‘ment and passion which prevailed, no prop- 


erty of the mining companies was injured by 
strikers, and, in fact, none showed any dis- 
position to injure property.“ 


Ventilation of Mines Bad. 

Taking up physical conditions in the mines. 
the Palmer report says: . 

“The mine managers seem to consider 
that the mines are sufficiently ventilated, but 
the mine workers allege the contrary and 
complain about the poor air they are com- 
pelled to breathe from ten to eleven hours a 
day. 

There are no fans for blowing fresh air 
into the mines, as there are in coal mines, and 
the managers allege that fans are not neces- 


sary, as there are no gases in copper mines. 


Though the shafts are in many cases a 
half mile deep on incline, in some cases a 
mile deep, and in some cases a mile and a 
half, there are no means of artificial ventila- 
tion except the leakage from the compressed 
air piped from the surface to operate the 
drills and the pump, though at the end of a 
blast the valves of the compressed air pipes 
are opened to blow away the powder smoke. 


Sanitary Arrangements Poor. 

“The sanitary arrangements are nearly as 
crude as they possibly could be. In some 
mines powder or candle boxes are used as 
latrines, and when filled they are taken to 
the surface. In some mines ditt is used to 
cover the contents of the boxes, and in other 
mines lime is provided for that purpose. In 
some mines the matter goes intothe dirt that 
is hoisted. 

In some mines there are no sanitary reg- 
ulations beyond requiring levels to be cleaned 
up occasionally. 

“In the Calumet and Hecla, Tamarack, 

Allouez, Isle Royale, Hancock; and Oneco 
mines the men are furnished with water 
that is brought underground in cans, jugs, 
or kegs. In the Franklin and Quincy mines 
underground men are furnished with drink- 
ing water from water mains. In the Lake 
mine drinking water is caught from small 
streams in the rock, 
In all the other mines there is no provi- 
sion for supplying underground men with 
water, and the mine managers seem to think 
that no water is needed by the men except 
what they can carry in the bottoms of their 
dinner pails. Many of the men bring tea or 
coffee instead of water in the palls.“ 


Copper Mine Death Rate High. 
The report quotes a bulletin of the mines 
bureau stating that the number of fatalities

to the dependents of employés killed in acci- 
dents. 


May Oust Owners of Homes. 


The mining companies; the report con- 
tinues, grant five year ground rent leases 
to employés who wish to build houses to 
use as dwellings. The ground rent lease of 
the Calumet and Hecla Mining company and 
subsidiary companies provides that if the 
lessee shall fail to pay any taxes or assess- 
ments, or if he should cease to be an employé 
of the company, by discharge or otherwise, 
or if without the written consent of the com- 
pany should sell, assign, or transfer the lease, 
or sell, assign, lease, or, sublet the house he 
has built on the land, or if he should do sev- 
eral other specified things, the lease shall 
after ninety days become void, the company 
shall have the right, without notice, to take 
full possession of the land and the house 
thereon built by the lessee, and if the house 
should not be removed by the lessee within 
ninety days after reéntry it shall vest in and 
become the property of the company without 
liability to pay for the same or any part 
thereof. 

“It is unnecessary to comment on the 
drastic nature of the terms of the five year 
ground rent leases, comments the report, 
“ but it seems strange that any person would 
build a house on land leased on such condi- 
tions, and it is most astonishing that 1,000 
houses have been built on land 80 leased from 
the Calumet and Hecla Mining company.” 


Tramming Harder than Mining. 


On the tramming trouble the Palmer re- 


port says: 
“The unskilled work of trammers is much 


harder labor than the work of miners and 


their pay is considerably lower. In addition 
trammers work longer hours per week than 
miners. 

“Two trammers have to load and push cars 
weighing 1,200 to 3,000 pounds and which are 
loaded with from one and a half totwoanda 
half ton of rocks. Thisisexhausting, muscle 
straining, back-breaking work, really work 
for beasts of burden or for mechanical mo- 
tors.

JOHANNESBURG, Union of South Africa, 
Jan. 11.—The situation with respect to the 
railway strike was more favorable tonight. 
The massmeeting called by the council of 
the Trades federation was held in the market 
square and proved to beorderly. Martial law 
was not proclaimed, and conditions were 
quiet both here and at Pretoria. 

The government appears to retain full con- 
trol, and the massmeeting at Capetown was 
unable to agree to a resolution either for or 
against the strike. This points to the con- 
finuel loyalty of the Cape men, which is the 
pivot of the situation. Restricted ra lway 
service continues at all points. 

Nine thousand persons attended the mar- 
ket square meeting. Not a single police- 
man or soldier was visible, although there 
were plenty secreted within call. 

Resolutions ‘were adopted supporting the 
federation and in favor of a general strike. 

CAPETOWN, Jan. 11.—A strong conflict 
of opinion as to the advisability of a strike 
was displayed at the mass meeting here 
today. The meeting began in the Alhambra 
theater but was adjourned to Parade square, 
owing to the inadequacy of the theater's 
accommodations. The younger men fav- 
ored the strike. But the predominance of 
feeling was against it, and it was found im- 
possible to carry a resolution.

TRUE TO FORM. 

The military court, which heard the evi- 
dence against the officers of the Ninety-niath 
regiment involved in the Zabern conflict with 
a hostile populace, has returned a verdict 
eousistent with the sustained principles of 
the German military system. The offenders 
followed the precepts of their profession in 
their country and if the imperia! government 
finds in their acts a cause of alienation of 
army and people it will be necessary to 
change the precepts. 

If the officers had been punished they 
would have been within the regions of a 
comprehending sympathy. They are prod- 
ucts of a system which projects from the 
wholesome background of German culture 
and civilization much as a gargoyle grin- 
ning from a modern structure. . 

They are true, logical products of a me- 
dieval system which, having trained them, 
showed a disposition to discipline them as 
fruit too near perfection. They were too 
much what they were expected to be. 

Not only in Alsace, where the people to 
some degree still regard themselves as sub- 
ject, but elsewhere in Germany, a disposi- 
tion to revolt against militarism has been 
observed by the imperial authorities who 
are not without concern. The remedy was 
not in punishing officers who bad obeyed 
their code, but will be in amending the code. 


ARMY MEN AND PUBLIC OPINION. 
‘Mt would be improper, of course, for any 
organization of army or navy officers to at- 
tempt to bring pressure upon congress indi- 
rectly and secretly through the press for 
the purpose of forcing congress to adopt 
méasures approved by them. Organizations 
of business men have done this, but army 
and navy men are in a special relation to 
government, and their activities are jeal- 
ously circumscribed. But the employment 
of a press agent by the Infantry association 
to supply newspapers with information re- 
specting our military deficiencies will not 
be misinterpreted by any one who. knows 
the patriotic spirit of that body. If Secre- 
tary Garrison thinks it wise that this par- 
ticular line of sorely needed public educa- 
tion should be discontinued, his decision 
should not convey any flavor of rebuke, and 
it should not go to the extent of “ muz- 
ling ” candid public expression of opinion 
by officers concerning the weaknesses of our 
army and navy establishment or the meas- 
ures proper to correct them. The only pro- 
hibitions should be against the exposure of 
real secrets—if we can preserve any—and 
against discourtesy and personality in de- 
pate. The officers of the army and navy 
re all citizens, with the rights of citizens. 
They are not lackeys or automatons, and as 
experts they can contribute exactly the in- 
formation the public bas a right to have as 
to the state of their profession and the con- 
dition of the national defense. The country 
needs to have them speak and write more, 
much more, than they do, not less. 
Secretary Garrison, who realizes how 
Jacking the public is in knowledge of our 
uupreparedness, will encourage officers, we 
hope, whenever appropriate opportunity of- 
fers itself to speak and write frankly for the 
information ‘of the public on our army and 
navy problems.

PROSPECTS OF THE BEEF SUPPLY. 


Packed into a small pamphlet modestly 
entitled Circular No. 169 is matter for 
thought. The pamphlet is issued by the 
agricultural experiment station of our state 
ubiversity, and is the work of Profs. Mum- 


production in the United States. 

We are a nation of beef eaters, and the 
price of our favorite meat is a considerable 
factor in the household economy. Here is 
the situation respecting our beef supply: 

Although the cattle of the United States 
have increased numerically by decades up 
to the present time (with the probable ex- 
ception of the last few years), their number 
has not kept pace with the growing popula- 
tion during the last two ten year periods. 
In 1890 the number of cattle was equal to 
$4 per cent of the population, while in 1910 
it was at most no higher than 75 per cent, 
and indications are that the ratio is rapidly 
diminishing at the present time. The num- 
ber of cattle as compared with population 
is more striking when it is considered that 
while the number of cattle in 1910 at best 


little tendency toward an abatement in this 
rate of increase.” 

Graphically, this is shown in the follow- 
ing chart: 
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The history o'? beef cattle production is 
epitothized and the present situation indi- 
cated in the following paragraph: 

& large part of the agricultural progress 
of the past has meant the extension of soil 
cultivation at the expense of the grazing in- 
dustry that preceded it. Home seeking emi- 
grants, leaving behind farms that have been 
devastated by poor management, have 
pushed forward continually toward the most 
fertile western grazing areas, absorbing or 
driving the cattle and sheep to new terri- 
tory, until now the limits of the United 
States have been reached. Large ranches 
which formerly sent train loads of fat and 
feeding cattle to the central markets and 
to corn belt feeders have been completely 
absorbed by settlers. Formexly such a cou- 
dition meant the establishment of ranches 
in new, unclaimed lands, but further exten- 
sidn of this kind is impossible.“ 

In forecasting the future cattle supply of 
the west, Mr. Frank Hastings is quoted as 
saying that the great bulk of the Ameri- 
can continent lying west of the ninety-eighth 
meridian, with large tracts in Canada for its 
northern portion, and greater still in Mex- 
ico for its southern areas, may properly be 
called the range.“ Meanwhile the effect of 
the great tide of western immigration upon 
future beef production is disputed. “ Some 
regard a marked shortage of cattle as the 
inevitable result,” say the Urbana experts; 
“others claim that the cultivation of new 
lands will ultimately increase the produc- 
tion of cattle in such sections. However, a 
gradual increase in cattle will not necessa- 
rily mean a greater shipment of beef ani- 
als from these regions eastward, for the 
meat consumption of these newer western 
states will increase along with the increase 
of population. Neither will an increase of 
cattle mean a larger beef production, for 
the dairy cow soon makes her appearance in 
large numbers in the thickly populated sec- 
tions.“ 

The future of our beef supply is con- 
fessedly uncertain. Intensive production 
may help to keep the ratio to growth of pop- 
ulation down, but importation must play a 
larger part in the solution of our problem 
than it does uow or our beef eating will 
have to be reduced in spite of popular taste 
aud the belief that it is a source of national 
vim, vigor, and victory,

Some of these gitls probably have en- 
larged glands due to absorption from the 
gums, tonsils, or nose. Such enlargements 
are well to one side and several inches 
higher than the thyroid gland. The thyroid 
is in front and also to the side and reaches 
from just above the breast bone to a point 
about three inches above it. 

The thyroid gland secretes a most im- 
portant fluid. When the demand for this 
fluid is exceedingly great, the gland secretes 
an extra amount, and, in consequence, it 
may enlarge. It is a good ways from a 
gland moderately enlarged to do a moder- 
ately increased work and the goiter con- 
ditions that we need to be disturbed abont. 

The enlargement is unsightly and causes 
some sense of fullness, but the effects to be 
watched elosely are due to the gland juice 
acting on faraway organs. They are great

nervous unrest, nervous in- 
stability, rapid, irregular heart action, shal- 
low breathing, diarrhea and protrusion of 
the eyes. / 

Il am sure that the majority of the girls 
in this group are unduly disturbed by their 
thyroid enlargement. The girl who has 
had trouble so bad that she has had to 
quit work and go to bed probably belongs 
in the group where the thyroid has got out 
of relation to its work. 

Some of these cases get right back on 
their keels when given some form of anti- 
thyroid. Some need to be operated on. 
Just which cases belong in each group is a 
difficult question requiring the best judg- 
ment of the medical men. 

oe 

However, that is the small group. The 
larger part of your friends have thyroids 
slightly enlarged because they have in- 
creased work for the thyroid to do. It is 
pretty“frell agreed that digesive disorders 
cause the thyroid to enlarge, where the teeth 
are bad and the food is badly masticated, 
when the food is of poor quality, when there 
is a good deal of fermentation, but, above 
al, when there is constipation. To rem- 
edy any of these conditions is to remedy 
this mild form of goiter. 

The old French writers grouped a lot of 
causes together and called them causes 
multiples. They referred to such unhygien- 
ic condition; of life as defective air space, 
bad food, bad living rooms built on damp 
grounds. 

McCartison has just written a book on 
the cause of goiter in which he tells the 
result of years of Study. The conclusion 
which he arrived at is that water is large- 
ly responsible for goiter. 

The water responsible is not water con- 
taining certain mineral ingredients as was 
thought formerly. It is polluted water, 
water tliat has soaked through soil con- 
taminated by human beings. This means 
that, where the goiter rate of a community 
is high, there is a good deal of danger of | 
typhoid. 

Another secondary factor generally rec- 
ognized is fright, or any other form of men- 
tal strain. Prolonged mental strain, such 
as worry and overwork at monotonous, 
grinding, mental labor, may be a cause.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

RANCE's leading club, the Paris Cercle 
de l'Union, the headquarters of the old 
aristocracy and noted for its exclusive- 
ness, has just lost its president through 
the death of Alain de Rohan-Chabot, 

eleventh Duke of Rohan, who fought with 
conspicuous gallantry in the war with Ger- 
many, subsequently representing his native 
department of Morbihan for over forty years 
in the chamber of deputies on the Royatist 
ticket. 

His son, Josselin, who now succeeds him as 
twelfth duke, hitherto has been known as 
Prince de Leon. He is a captain on the re- 
serve list of the Second regiment of Chas- 
seurs à Cheval, is married to a distant cousin, 
Marguerite de Rohan-Chabot, daughter of 
the Comte de Jarnac, and has two young 
daughters. He is a man about 35. In the 
event he has no male issue, his younger 
brother, Jehan, Vicomte de Rohan, will in- 
herit the dukedom. 

The new duke is a Rohan through the 
distaff side and owes his connection to the 
Rohans to the fact that his direct ancestor 
in the male line, Count Henri de Chabot, 
married in June, 1645, the only daughter of 
Duke Henri de Rohan, perhaps the most 
illustrious of all the bearers of the name of 
Rohan, the favorite and companion in arms 
of King Henri IV. of France, the godfather 
of King Charles I. of England, the son-in-law 
of France's great statesman and minister, 
Duc de Sully, and who received and declined 
an offer of the sovereignty of the Isle of 
Cyprus, made to him by the sublime porte, 


> 

The Comte de Chabot's own ancestry was 
not to be disdained. For one of the Chabots 
was lord high admiral of France under King 
Francis II., and another Chabot achieved 
fame by refusing to execute the commands 
of the half demented Charies IX. on the 
occasion of the massacre. of St. Bartholo- 
mew. 

Henri de Chabot, after the death of his 
father-in-law, Duke Henri de Rohan, re- 
ceived from the French crown the right to 
assume the title of Duc de Rohan by royal 
patent bearing the date of 1648, and since 
then his descendants have all styled them- 
selves Rohan-Chabot to distinguish them- 
selves from the now Austrian Rohans, de- 
scended from Duke Henri de Rohan's 
brother, and who can trace their ancestry in 
the male line direct to the old time sovereigns 
of Brittany. 

In spite of the misleading statements con- 
tained in the Almanach de Gotha, the title 
of Cousin of the King.“ conferred by 
French royal patent and of which the Rohans 
are extremely proud, constituting as it does 
a recognition of their former sovereignty of 
Brittany, is confined to the now Austrian 
line of the-Rohans and dces not extend ty 
the Rohan-Chabots. 

It is the male line of the Rohans, too, which 
furnished such famous commanders to 
France as Benjamin de Rohan, Prince de 
Soubiss, and Charles de Rohan, the Marécha} 
de Soubiss. To the male line of the Rohansg, 
too, belongs the Chevalier de Rohan, who 
eloped with the Duchess of Mazarin, who was 
the lover of Mme. de Montespan, and who, 
having become involved in a plot against the 
life of Louis XIV., was put to death on the 
scaffold. ; ; aS NA 

Cardinal Prince Louis de Rohan, landgrave 
of Alsace, also was a member of the male 
line of his house. As ambassador to the 
court of Empress Maria Theresa, he be- 
haved so badly that he was recalled at her 
request and years afterwards revenged him- 
self upon her daughter. Queen Marie An- 
toinette of France, by involving her, though 
she was perfectly innocent of all wrongdo- 
ing, in his disgraceful diamond necklace 


tle of Rohan in the Morbihan and owe their 
title of prince, not to any grant or royal 
favor, but to the fact that they were rec- 
ognized in ancient times at the court of 
France as descendants from and representa- 
tives of the-original sovereigns of Brittany. 
Some of them in those days, however, dis- 
dained tao make use of the title of prince, 
cons-dering their name of Rohan sufficiently 
iustrious without the prefix of any title, 
and adopted as their motto, Roi re puis, 
prince ne daigne, Rohan suis.“

It is to be regretted than all of the Rohans 
and Rohan-Chabots in these modern times do 
not retain the same belief that their name 
is @ more proud possession than that of 
any title. Thus, Count Guy de Rohan-Cha- 
bot, who married as his second wife the 
widowed Mrs. Albert Gallatin of New York 
she was formerly Miss Suzanne Hayward 
of that city—would not rest until he Had 
obtained from the vatican the purely mod- 
ern and meaningless title of Duke of Ra- 
vese; and finding that this brought him no 
additional prestige, but on the contrary 
rather served to obscure his connection with 
the houses of Rohan and Chabot, devoted all 
his efforts to obtaining from Alfonso XIII. 
a Spanish title as Duke of Chabot. The 
king, however, did not see his way to use 
an historic French neme for the creation 
of a new Spanish dukedom and contented 
himself with granting him a patent author- 
izing him to make use of his papal title of 
Duke of Ravese in Spain. 

The American Duchess of Ravese, prede- 
ceased her husband, bequeathing to him 
most of her property, comprising a comsid- 
erable amount of real estate in and around 
New York. And this passed on his death 
to his only son, Gerard, who has dropped 
the ducal title of Ravese and prefers to be 
known as Comte de Rohan-Chabot.

The Austrian branch of the Rohans, and 
the only one representing the direct male 
line of the house, has been settled in Austria 
since the emigration of the French aris- 
tocracy in the train of the royal Princes of 
France on the outbreak of the grea‘ revolu- 
tion 120 years ago. 

Its head, Alain by name, is not on! 1 
of Rohan, with the predicate of “ator 
highness.“ but also duke of Montbazon and 
duke of Bouillon. 

All Prince Alain Rohan's Possessions 
which are very extensive, are in Austria. 
where he is a member of the house of lords 
and a knight of the Order of the Golden 
Fleece. He has magnificent palaces at Vien- 
na and Prague, and a superb country seat at 
Sichrow in Bohemia. His sister is the duch- 
ess of Madrid, widow of the late Don Carlos 
legitimist pretender to the throne of Spain

| One of his brothers, Prince Benjamin Ro- 
han, popularly known as Baby Rohan 
owing to his huge bulk, came to America in 
consequence of financial irregularities, drift- 
ed lower and lower, until, in a state of utter 
destitution, he finally found employment in 
New ‘York as waiter in a Second avenue res- 
taurant. There he was fortunate enough to 
discover among his fellow waiters a peasant 
lad, born on the great Bohemian estates of 
the Rohan family, and who considered it to 
be a privilege to be permitted to act as hench- 
man to a scion of his seigneuria! house. 

Baby Rohan lived for a time on this 
poor fellow's earnings after having been dis- 
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apinas colligit, ille rosas.—Petronius.

WANTED—A REAL NEWSPAPER 
FOR NEW YORK. 

New York, Jan. 6.—{ Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—I want to propound to you a difficult 
question: When will New York and its news.- 
papers especially become sufficiently Amer- 
icanized to recognize the fact that a consider- 
able portion of the United States lies to the 
west of Philadelphia? 

For instance: I have just returned here 
from spending the holidays at my old home 
in Adrian, Mich. In the northern part of that 
state—the great copper region—is being 
waged a mighty labor battle which bids fair 
to become ctucial and to have a far-reaching 
effect on the future of the country’s greatest 
problem—the relation between capital and 
labor. 

This morning. eager to learn the status of 
the conflict, I secured a copy of the World, 
which has always posed as New York's most 
representative newepaper, but I have 
searched its columns in vain for the least 
mention of news from Calumet. It contains 
plenty of foreign dispatches, some from the 
south and as far west as Philadelphia. There 
is some sporting news from Chicago and one 
dispatch from the western metropolis con- 
cerning~a Matter of political import. But 
there ali western information ends. To all 
intents and purposes that wonderful portion 
of our country toward which the balance of 
power, both political and commercial, is rap- 
idly swinging, is terra incognita from the 
World viewpoint. 

Generally speaking, the criticism I make 


of the World's limited American horizon ap-, 


plies to all New York newspapers. The self - 
sufficiency of Gotham and its exceeding great 
ignorance of the west verges closely upon 
provincialism of the most inexcusable sort. 

Chicago newspapers, and notably THe 
TRIBUNE, are not susceptible to the same 
criticism. The Chicago press recognizes the 
existence of the entire country and promotes 
a geal nationalism by keeping the people in 
touch with the vital affaires of the east, west, 
north, and south.

SPALDING RECALLS OLD WAR; 
SEES TROUBLE FOR FEDERAL. 


Says $500,000 Was Lost in Baseball 
During Brotherhood Strife—Declares 
National League Will Survive. 


New York. Jan. 11.—[Special.})-—In view of the 
fact that many present day fans do not remember 
the financial ruin that resulted from the mem- 
orable attack upon organized baseball tn the 
brotherhood movement of 1880, A. G. Gpalding was 
asked today to say something about the present 
embarrassment of the national game. 

„% The brotherhood war involved a loss of more 
than $500,000,"" said Mr. Spalding. and both 
sides suffered about equally. There was not a 
etockholder in any of the National league or Play- 
ers’ league clubs who did not lose money. 

„ he brotherhood took practically all the Na- 
tional league players away from their old employ- 
ers, who were left with grounds and to find 
new talent. Public interest soon lagged, until 
the newspapers paid more attention to the attend- 
ance figures than to the standing of the clubs. 
In due time the games tn both circuite were played 
te empty benches, and at the end of one year the 
backers of the players were ready to surrender, 

“The National league stood practically alone in 
this disastrous fight, but ite prestige won the day, 
and let me say right here that the National league, 
led by Gov. John K. Tener, will live despite the 
efforts of the Federal league to wreck it by luring 
away star players. 

„in June, 1890, the New York National league 
club had been driven to the wall by the brother- 
hood, and the other club owners were called upon 
to put up $80,000 to prevent the Giants from going 
into the hands of a receiver. We were compelled 
to tide the New York club over, rather than have 
a big hole in our circuit. That was nearly twenty- 
five years ago, when baseball wasn’t conducted on 
the big scale of the present day, 

„ read the other day that the Federal league 
had $10,000,000 with which to fight the two major 
leagues. In January $10,000,000 is equal to about 
$50,000 in July. Inexperienced men who are ready 
to furnish money to start thia movement have been 
told of the future in glowing terms, but when 
the time comes to pay salaries and other expenses 
in June, with gate receipts dwindling, they may 
and that they have been deceived.’

What is less to the point, he convinced the 
erities—or this critic at least—that simply 


as a piece of symphonic stagecraft it is a work 


that can stimulate the interest and appeal 
with unsuspected power to the imagination 
ahd to the sense of the beautiful. 

This is more than was accomplished by any 
‘previous performance of the work in Chi- 
eago, for though the general public has con- 
tinued to manifest curiosity in regard to the 
last of Wagner's music dramas there have 
been many of the laity who have found it as 
4uli as have the musicians. Mr. Campanini 
accomplished the astonishing feats of recraa- 
tive art set forth in yesterday's performance 
by minding his operatic business. Taking 
„Parsifal at its operatic valuation, he pro- 
|eeeded to make more of ft than any German 


| conductor it has been the writer's privilege to 


hear.

This is not the first time that Wagnertan 
art has profited by being transferred from 
“northern fog to southern sunlight.” The 
Italian sense for the stage, so far as ita oper- 
ati¢ possibilities are concerned, seems to be 
infallible. Campanini left the listener little 
time to speculate upon the puzzling symbolism 
of Parsifal.“ By some magic his baton robbed 
the score of dullness. Every moment had its ap- 
peal, orchestral or vocal, scenic, or atmospherio, 
Often this appeal was addressed merely to 
the sense which were bathed in waves of glo- 
Nous orchestral tone. But the score's sev- 
eral moments of exalted melodic beauty were 
made to deliver their messages to the spirit 
no less certainly.

Mme. Saksmen-Stévens raised the seductive 
song of Kundry to levels of spiritual beauty 
such as the gs ge hardly intended, This 
she did merely by the remarkable purity and 
beauty of her voice, and not with any intention 
of disguising the rather distasteful meaning of 
the scene, She is the most conscientious of 
artists, but she happens to be @ singer of com- 
manding gifts and a splendid musician as well. 
Dramatic intentions also were faithfully de- 
fined, but the musician dominated the actress 
in this scene and made it beautiful where it 
often is repellent. 

However, a discussion of the individual sing- 
ers must be postponed for a moment to pay a 
last tribute to the conductor and the orchestra 
for their inspiring delivery of the “Good Fri- 
day Spell.” I¢ ineludes that portion of the 
score wherein the ancient fires of Wagner's 
waning genius were rekindled. If ft echoes the 
spirit and the manner of Lohengrin unmis- 
takably it also speaks with accents of sincerity 
not felt throughout the course of the last of 
the music dramas. For the time, at least, the 
all comprehending technic of the cOmposer was 
again the servant of genuine inspiration. Here 
Campanini's talent to emphasize the sali- 
ent factors of the music was present to exalt 
the glories of the melody in purest orchestral 
song and again the enduring impregsion is con- 
cerned with restraint and with the spiritual 
appeal of the musie, rather than with an en- 
chantment of the senses.

Of the principals in the cast and their Several 
contributions to the performance little else 
than words of praise need be set down. Mr. 
Hinckley, the guest of the performance, is one 
of the few Wagnerian singers who proves that 
this music, despite the awkwardnese of the 
voice part and the absence of true lyric line is 
not incompatible with sustained song. His 
voice is a magnificent bass, of remarkable power 
and equally remarkable beauty of quality. But 
before the trying first act was concluded it was 
observed that he was not in the best vocal con- 
dition, and a rather annoying hoarseness de- 
veloped to mar his song in the last act. 

Mr. Whitehill sang splendidly. His delivery 
of the song of Amfortas in the first scene has 
already been described as a miracle of tonal 
softness and beauty, and he built up the climax 
in the communion scene with telling power. 
Yet, even when his voice developed ear filling 
amplitude of tone the listenre felt that there 
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was abundant resource in reserve. Mr. Du- 
franne, though quite unacquainted with the 
German tongue, delivered Klingsor’s harangue 
with his usual dramatic authority and with 
commendable clarity as to the text. The virtues 
of his song are too well known to need cata- 
logueing here, especially since they were not 
fully displayed in this ungrateful role.

Mr. Dalmores reverted to his accustomed de- 
clamatory style and thereby made himeelf the 
only representative of recent Bayreuth trad!- 
tions in the cast. With so many artists present 
to prove that lyric declamation is not a series 
of explosive vocal ejaculations, the French tenor 
adhered to his ideals and his mannerisms with 
results that seldom were sympathetic. Minor 
parts were excellently taken, The flower maid- 
ens were led by some of the finest voices in the 
company. The chorus assisted capably and 
Stage Manager Almanz is to be congratulated 
upon the comparatively smooth functioning of 
liens end moving scenery. 

The new settings are beautiful, though they 
could not be displayed to the best advantage 
upon the Auditorium stage, thanks to the 
antiquated lighting system and the general 
meagerness of mechanical equipment.

Greets Miss Julia Culp. 


188 JULIA OCULP, the fresh beauty of 
whose so delighted many Chicago 
audiences t year, returned yester- 
day for the frst concert of this sea- 
son, given at Orchestra hall before a 
vigorously enetrative audience. 

The distinguished messo soprano shows no 
material change from last year. The audi- 
ence gave no indication that it wished a 
change, for Mies Culp had exhibited a style 
so near perfection im her feld that it is dif- 
ficult to point out any feature which’ one could 
wish altered. In one way there is improve- 
ment—the volume displayed was greater, and 
always left the impression ot a stil) larger 
volume in reserve, not demanded by the char- 


acter of her song. With the development of - 


thia dynamic resouree the Dutch singer has 
lost nothing of her admirable control of the 
softer tonal inflections, On the contrary, it is 
there that there still Nes some of the most ex- 
quisite part of her whole song. 

This year Miss Culp is presenting more in 
the vernacular, although she does not vet 
essay any of recent composition, preferring 
the simple works of 4 century or more ago. 
Thus, the firet of the old English group was 
the familiar setting of Ben Jonson's Drink to 
Me Only with Thine Byes," and that Miss Culp 
is able te * thie as freshly and charm- 
ingly as she does less hackneyed airs is in 
itself some evidence of her resources. The 
sprightly “Away, Away.” and others of some- 
what later vinta brought approval so spon- 
taneous that after numerous curtsies Miss 
Culp presented another air of the same char- 
acter.

Another large audience heard Josef Hof- 
mann’s second concert of the season in the 
Studebaker theater, some attracted by the 
reputation of the pianist, others by his pro- 
gram, entirely devoted to the works of Chopin. 
In the end these objects are seen to be iden- 
tical, for it ig as an interpreter of that mas- 
ter that Mr. Hofman is decidedly at his best. 

With an admirable start, weaving into his 
interpretation a carefully restrained, beauti- 
fully sympathetic spirit, the pianist brought 
his first numbers to a most finished, authorita- 
tive hearing.

MON EY MARKETS | 
EASE UP ABROAD 


World Revival of Investment 
and Speculation Pre- 
dicted at London. 


& 


FRENCH TONE NARROW. 


Bankers and Business Men Eager 
for Adoption of Finan- 
cial Policy. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.]) 

LONDON, Jan. 11.—The reduction of the 
bank rate last week to 4% per cent showed 
the easier state to which the money markets 
of the world already have come and pre- 
sages the revival of interest in investment 
and speculation which has long been so hope- 
fully anticipated. 

The fact is money now is comparatively 
plentiful in all European centers except 
Vienna, Budapest. St. Petersburg, and Mos- 
cow, and as trade is unquestionably declin- 
ing money will continue to flow back in in- 
creasing quantities to the great centers. 

One can expect soon to see other countries 
follow the lead of England in reducing the 
official discount rate and the reasons for 
hoarding having ended, the financial world 
awaits only an official announcement of 
France’s financial policy and a definite date 
regarding the inevitable French loan to see 
renewed activity on the bourses and stock 


exchanges. 


France Only Waiting Factor. 

The chief government loans have already 
been a*anged, or at least all the requtre- 
ments thereof have been made known, 60 
that they will not interfere with the plans 
of genera) business. France alone is keep- 
ing things in a state of suspenee. 

Discount rates in Lombard street followed 
the lead of the Bank of England, a big drop 
being recorded. Call money on Saturday 
was at 2% per cent, weekly fixtures at 3, two 
months bills at 3%, three and four months 
bills at 3%, and six months bills at 3% per 
cent. 

The banks stock of gold increased $10,- 
686,300 to $185,552.04, and the reserve in- 
creased $13,459,850 to $132,587,420, the rate 
of reserve to liabilities jumping 16 points to 
49.25. 


FRENCH BOURSE IRREGULAR. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®S.] 
PARIS, Jan. 11.—The bourse was irregu- 
lar and hesitating last week as a result 
of two opposing currents. A sharp rise 
in Russian industrials, led by a 50 point 
jump in Maltzoffs, helped to counteract the 
slump of 28 points in Rio Tintos and a lesser 
reaction in other coppers. American sta- 
tistics giving a 20,000 ton increase in the 
red metal were the chief factor determining 

the weakness of the market. 

French rentes, after beginning the week 
bouyantly, again became depressed by the 
government's still somewhat nebulous fle- 
cal taxation projects. A little boom took 
place in Russians, due to forced covering 
operations on a big scale by shorts. 

The market remains narrow, with a slight 
increase in cash dealings, owing to the re- 
employment of the money due on the Janu- 
ary coupons and just paid. 

A new issue of $40,000,000 French state 
railway bonds is expected shortly. 


Bank Shares Show Buoyancy. 

French bank shares have shown renewed 
buoyancy within the last few weeks, helped 
by the efforts of the most responsible press 
to show the dangers of the subserviency of 
the financial institutions of the country to 
the needs or fancies of politicians or pariia- 
mentary groups and of ministers that come 
and go with bewildering rapidity. 

In his now famous speech at St. Etienne M. 
Briand pointed out the growing difficulty of 
the present situation, due to the complacency 
of some of these great financial houses—in- 
deed, some say their servility toward certain 
politicians—but a widespread feeling exists 
that the big French credit establishments 
show an unwarranted weakness when con- 
fromted with the exigencies of the public 
governing bodies. 

Yet in theory these great financial institu- 
tions, being free corporations, should have 
only such connections with the government 
as are required by public interest. The re- 
markable conceritration of capital in the 
hands of these companies has borne fruit in 
the direction of discount and money loans to 
industry, agriculture, and work of all kinds. 


Fear Financial Inquiries. 

But, on the other hand, there is the danger 
that this concentration of capital may excite 
certain calculations and consequent combi- 
nations and pave the way to the inquisitions 
in financial matters that should remain the 
business of the bankers and their customers. 

Among all Frenchmen who have something 
te lose the sentiment prevails thet these com- 
panies which hold in trust the cash that has 
been gradually withdrawn from the historic 
“ woolen stocking "’ should guard unfiinch- 
ingly their great responsibility. 

A moral obligation rests upon them, To be 
permitted to make profitable speculations 
with the funds intrusted to their care does 
not give a voucher to these great companies 
to accept dictatorial measures from a govern- 
ment in financial straits. 

If capital, great and small, finds it profit- 
able to concentrate its wealth in great com- 

_ binations, this fact isa privateaffair between 
the banks and their customers. 

The feeling thus is growing that these great 
institutions, which depend for their existence 
on the public, are tied hand and foot by their 
organization and by their subjection to the 


government to all the uncertainties of polit- 


leal warfare. 


Subservient to Government. 

No combination exists in the financial es- 
tablishments which holds the hoarded wealth 
of the country to withstand official pressure, 
for all boards of directors hitherto have 
shown themselves timidly subservient to 
authority and subservient to the country’s 
requirements. They always answer inquiries 
by this rejoinder: 

“ How can we resist without endangering 
the capital and the credit for which we are 
- answerable? Whenever we have shown signs 
ot opposition we have been threatened with 
_.. @oercive laws of an arbitrary and non-eco- 
‘nomic nature.” 

The danger does not lie in these threats, but 
in the indifference and want of unity among 
the great credit institutions themselves. The

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 11.—Northwest 
Russia is in the grip of a terrifle storm. The 
railroads are blockaded and 150 peasants 
have lost their lives in snowdrifts. The 
roads are obliterated. 

Peasants at Grodno were attacked by 
wolves as they were on their way home from 
church and eight of them were devoured. 
Daily supplies of food for St. Petersburg 
have been stopped by the storm. 


Baltic Coast Badly Wrecked. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, Jan. 11.—The full story of the 
havoc caused by Saturday's heavy storms 
along the Baltic coast is not yet known, but 
the fear that 100 persons, the entire popula- 
tion of the village of Damkerort, had been 
destroyed was removed by the news that the 
greater part of them were rescued by boats. 
The villagers had taken refuge in the trees 
and housetops. The survivors were taken to 
Neufahrwasser. 


Blizzard Follows Belgium Flood. 

BRUSSELS, Jan. 11.—The temperature 
dropped suddenly 20 degrees this morning, 
converting the torrential rain into a stiff 
blizzard. Throughout Belgium the snow 
is many inches deep. 

The cold weather had a beneficial effect, 
however, on the flood situation, and the 
waters are now falling as rapidly as they 
rose. The danger, temporarily at least, is 
considered over, although later the melting 
snows are likely to cause fresh inundation. 

The people are beginning to realize the 
enormous losses caused by the flood. The 
subsidence of the Vesdre river has left a 
deep coating of mud over thousands of 
houses. Firemen everywhere are pumping 
out cellars and spraying disinfectants to 
prevent an epidemic. 

Miles of roadways have been washed out; 
paved sidewalks have disappeared, and hun- 
dreds ot houses, the foundations of which 
have been undermined, threaten to collapse. 


Dead Animals in Streets. 

Streets are strewn with the bodlesof cattle, 
fowls, dogs, and cats. 

The machinery in numerous mills ana fac- 
tories practically has been ruined, and this 
means a long suspension of operations and 
the prospect of great suffering among the 
industrial population, of whom many are 
homelese, 

In some places, where the waters reached a 
height of eight feet jn the principal streets, 
the residents took refuge in the upper part 
of the houses and were rescued by boats. 

In the province of Luxembourg the bliz- 
zard today is reported to have done consider- 
able destruction. A dozen trains are snow 
bound and all the international expresses 
are hours late. Many telegraph lines are 
down. 

Near Exschen a passenger trains stalled by 
the snow was telescoped by a freight. Three 
persons were Killed and twelve badly in- 
jured.

Prof. Joel E. Spingarn Plans 


Campaign Against Negro 
Segregation in Cities. 


NAMES IT NEW ABOLITION 


Asserts Colored People Have 
Been Living Under Wrong 
Teachings. 


A campaign against segregation of He- 
groes in American cities formally was begun 
last night by a white man in Abraham Lin- 
coln center at Oakwood boulevard and Lang- 
ley avenue. 

The speaker was Prof. Joel E. Spingarn. 
chairman of the board of directors of the 
National Association for the Advancement 
of the Colored People. He referred to the 
movement of this organization to eliminate 
racial prejudices between whites and ne- 
groes as the new abolition.”’ 


Attacks Wilson Rule. 

“I come to the west to protest against the 
treatment of 10,000,000 of people,” he said. 
“I come to riddle with light the policy 
of the ad ministration at Washington in sepa- 
rating the white and colored races. 

Our fight has just begun, and it will not 
stop until we are triumphant. This is not 
merely a negro question—it is an American 
question. 

For twenty years after the civil war the 
colored men and women of this country knew 
not what to do nor where to turn. Suddenly 
given their freedom, they were in-contusien 
and chaos Then there arosea great leader 
who brought them a message, and for twen- 
ty-five years they have known no othe? mes 
sage than that. 

“The message was: Hard work and the 
gospel of making money.’ You have to show 
for it $1,000,000,000 worth of property. But 


what else have you to show for it? 

“The disfranchisement of 900,000 colored 
men in the south. 

School laws in Florida whereby white 
women are prevented from teaching in the 
colored children’s schools, 

“Segregation in a number of American 
cities, first in the south and later in the 
north. 

“ Lynchings to the number of 3,000 show 
how safe your lives are. 


Plan for Campaign. 

Mr. Spingarn outlined the following pro- 
gram for his “new abolition’ campaign: 
Local organization in all American cities tu 
fight discrimination of the white against the 
black races, a national organization, pub- 
licity for every good deed on the part of col- 
ored persons and for every bad deed against 
them, the obtaining of public officials to rop- 
resent the negro race in all branches of gov- 
ernment, the giving of allegiance to the par- 
ty which will best represent the aegro race, 
meetings of protest at every injustice done 
to colored citizens, the support of The 
Crisis, the national colored people's news- 
paper. 

Roger Baldwin, secretary of the City club 
of St. Louis, told of a successful fight against 
segregation in that city. He advocated co- 
operation with, rather than fighting against

unless he shall, not less than thirty days 
prior to the day on which the return of 
his income is due, either file with the

Paragraph F of the act provides: 
“That if any person, corporation, joint 
atock company, association, or insurance 
company liable to make the return or 
pay the tax aforesaid shall refuse or 
neglect to make a return at the time or 
times hereinbefore specified in each year, 
such persons shall be liable to a penalty 
of not less than $20 nor more than $1,000. 

Any person or any officer of any cor- 
poration required by law to make, render, 
sign, or verify any return, who makes 
any false or fraudulent return or state- 
ment with intent to defeat or evade the 
assessment required by this section to be 
made shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be fined not exceeding $2,000 
or be imprisoned not exceeding one year, 
or both, at the discretion of the court, 
with the costs of prosecution.” 

Paragraph D of the act provides: 
It the collector or deputy collector have 
reason to believe that the amount of any 
income returned is understated, he shall 
give due notice to the person making the 
return to show cause why the amount 
of the return should not be increased, 
and upon proof of the amount under- 
stated may increase the same accord- 
ingly.“ 

Paragraph E of the act provides: 
„„ „„ In case of false or fraudulent 
returns, in which cases the commission- 
er of internal revenue shall, upon the

Expense Reduction Plan De- 
pends on the Honesty of 
Concerns and Agents. 


PRODUCING END CURBED. 


Underwriters Hope Rate Cuts 


Will Apply to Business 
Which Can Stand It.“ 


BY C. M. CARTWRIGHT. 

Now that the expense reductiono pro- 
gram has gone into effect, so far as fire 
insurance is concerned for Chicago, in that 
the Chicago board of fire underwriters has 
adopted the resolutions passed by the com- 
pany organizations, all hands are interested 
in watching the outcome of this new depart- 
ture. 

The success of the movement, it is acknowl- 
edged by all, depends on the honesty and 
good faith of both the companies and agents. 
The reduction in expense falls entirely on 
the producing end of the business, and the 
agents hope, therefore, that the saving that 
is made will result in a reduction in rates 
om classes of business in Chicago that will 
stand for a decrease. 


Agents Want Certain Changes. 


The agents were anxious certain changes 


be made in the company program, but 
inasmuch as the two company organiza- 
tions will not meet until April, the large 
cities committee representing the two organ- 
izations insisted that the agreement go into 
effect Jan. 1, as provided for by the two 
associations. 

The commissions to downtown agents are 
graded on a scale of 20, 25, and 30 per cent, 
while brokers receive 10 per cent less on each 
clase. Agents in the so-called class two 
district outside of the downtown section 
and inside the city limits will receive 10, 
15, and 25 per cent, while the agents In Cook 
county outside of the city limits will receive 
15, 20 and 25 per cent. 

The downtown agents are anxious that 
the commissions on dwellings and other pre- 
ferred business be reduced to 20 per cent, 
so far as class two agents inside the city 
limite are concerned, and the large cities 
committee of the company organizations 
has pledged itself to make such a recom- 
mendation. 


Limitation of Agencies Up. 

The agents feel that there should be an 
equality’ as to company representation. 
Under the rules of the Chicago board, each 
company is allowed three agents in the 
downtown district. A number of companies 
have unincorporated underwriters’ agencies, 
and the rules have been stretched far enough 
to allow each underwriters’ agency three 
companies, so that the companies operating 
only the parent institution are put at a dis- 
advantage. 

The executive committee of the Chicago 
board is now tackling this question, and 
desires to have each company and its under- 
writer’s agency included in the three limit, 
or else extend the limit so that each com- 
pany shall have six agents or as many as 
desired, so that all companies will be on the 
same basis. 


Must Care for Other Cities. 

Now that Chicago has been readjusted 
according to the new program, the company 
organizations will take up the other large 
cities that do not fall under the commission 
schedule for outside territory. 

These other cities are St. Louls, Milwau- 
kee, Louisville, Cincinnati, and Cleveland. 
The rate of commission to downtown agents 
in each city will be the same as Chicago, 
but owing to different conditions prevailing 
in each one there probably will have to be 
local readjustments to fit each case.
